REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

The present application includes pending claims 1-33, of which claims 1, 5- 
10, 14, 15, 17, 19, 20 and 24-28 have been rejected. Claims 2-4, 11-13, 16, 18 
and 21-23 have been objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. Claims 29-33 have been 
allowed. 

By this Amendment, claims 1-28 have been cancelled without prejudice. 
Therefore, the Applicants reserve the right to file a continuation application and 
prosecute the cancelled claims 1-28 in the continuation application. Furthermore, 
the Applicants have rewritten objected to claims 2-4, 11-13, 16, 18 and 21-23 in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. The rewritten claims have been entered as corresponding new 
claims 34-44. Since new claims 34-44 correspond to the objected to claims 2-4, 
11-13, 16, 18 and 21-23, the Applicants submit that new claims 34-44 are 
allowable. 

The Applicants thank the Examiner for the favorable consideration and 
allowance of claims 29-33.
